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The  World  Coin  Catalogue :  twentieth  century  is  firmly  estab¬ 
lished  as  an  indispensable  reference  for  collectors  and  dealers. 

A  catalogue  of  all  coins  officially  minted  throughout  the  world 
this  century.  Over  300  countries  or  territories  which  have  issued 
coins  are  represented  (in  alphabetical  order)  and  the  coins  of 
each,  of  all  denominations,  are  listed  chronologically  —  a  total 
of  8,561.  For  each  the  metal  used  and  the  date  of  issue  is  given 
and  their  designs  described.  2,567  are  illustrated,  actual  size. 

In  addition,  average  valuations  for  very  fine  examples  are  given 
for  each  coin,  in  both  Sterling  and  U.S.  dollars. 


Originally  published  in  Germany, 
World  Coin  Catalogue  was  hailed  by 
collectors  and  nearly  100,000  copies 
were  sold  in  its  first  two  years.  No 
less,  substantial  was  the  reception 
accorded  to  it  here  on  publication  in 
1973.

With  the  addition  of 
nearly  200  pages,  many  illustrations, 
and  revised  throughout,  it  has  been 
brought  fully  up  to  date. 
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ON  TWO  19TH  CENTURY  GERMAN  MEDALLIONS 

By  Anthony  Wootton 

As  collectors  and  students  of  them  know,  commemorative  medallions  are  often 
of  the  highest  importance  and  appeal,  both  as  historical  or  historico-social  documents 
and  as  miniature  works  of  art.  The  freedom  afforded  by  their  frequently  large  flans 
means  that  they  commonly  convey  a  tremendous  amount  of  direct  or  allusive 
information,  both  verbal  and  graphical,  about  the  person(s)  or  event  commemorated, 
in  a  way  which  is  seldom  possible  with  currency  proper;  moreover,  artistically  some 
medallions  from  the  better  periods  or  engravers  are  worthy  to  be  ranked  with  the 
very  finest  sculptures. 

Alany  of  these  pieces  are  additionally  of  interest  in  that  they  frequently  provide 
excellent  material  for  individual  research,  in  that  they  may  not  have  been  published 
in  the  numismatic  literature,  or  if  so  only  briefly  and  perhaps  in  some  foreign 
language;  occasionally,  indeed,  one  has  to  delve  very  deeply  in  order  to  bring  to 
light  background  information  about  the  subjects  or  people  commemorated.  This 
applies  particularly  of  course  to  those  innumerable  medallions  of  a  fairly  private  or 
personal  nature:  an  art  form  which  seems  to  have  reached  a  peak  of  excellence  in 
Europe  during  the  18th  and  19th  centuries. 
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A  good  example  is  afforded  by  the  silver  medallion  commemorating  the  silver 
wedding  of  Eduard  Friedrich  Weber  and  Mary  Elizabeth  Gossler,  which  came  into 
my  possession  a  few  years  ago  via  a  benevolent  neighbour.  The  piece  is  briefly 
mentioned  in  Forrer’s  Biographical  Dictionary  of  Medallists  as  the  work  of  the  Lauer 
brothers  of  Nuremburg,  but  needless  to  say  there  is  no  mention  of  precisely  who 
Weber  was,  what  he  did  or  what  his  station  in  life  was,  and  research  failed  to  reveal 
such  information  elsewhere.  The  most  obvious  means  of  completing  the  picture,  as 
it  were,  seemed  to  me  via  the  correspondence  columns  of  some  journal  of  a  fairly 
wide  international  circulation,  and  not  one  confined  to  numismatics  or  antiques.  I 
elected  for  Country  Life ,  and  in  due  course  submitted  an  illustrated  letter  which  was 
published  under  the  title  “Who  was  Weber?”.  Several  months  later,  I  was  pleased 
and  rather  surprised  to  receive  a  letter  from  Herr  Hans  W.  Hertz,  Notar  of  the 
Staatsarchiv,  Senat  der  Freien  und  Hansestadt,  at  Hamburg,  which  provided  the 
fullest  possible  details  of  Weber,  his  family  and  history.  Weber,  it  appeared,  had 
been  a  citizen  of  Hamburg  for  the  greater  part  of  his  life.  Born  in  that  city  on  June  I 
19th,  1830,  the  son  of  a  Hamburg  merchant,  David  Friedrich  Weber,  and  Henriette 
Charlotte  Nottebohm,  Eduard  Friedrich  was  himself  a  businessman  both  in  Hamburg 
and  in  Valparaiso,  Chile,  becoming  Consul  in  Hawaii  in  1879.  He  possessed  estates 
in  Gurkau,  Radschiitz,  Nistitz  (Steinau  district),  Wilhemsburg,  and  the  Bolkenhain 
district  of  Silesia.  It  is  of  particular  interest  to  learn  that  Weber  was  a  collector  of 
coins  and  medallions  and  the  owner  of  an  important  collection  of  paintings,  some  of 
which  were  transferred  to  the  Hamburg  Art  Gallery  after  Weber’s  death  (in  Hamburg) 
on  November  19th,  1907.  Weber  married  Mary  Elizabeth  Gossler  (born  November 
4th,  1845,  the  daughter  of  Johann  Heinrich  Gossler,  Hamburg  banker,  and  Mary 
Elizabeth  Bray)  on  November  5th,  1863,  the  day  after  her  eighteenth  birthday,  in 
Hamburg.  Frau  Weber  died  in  Hamburg  on  November  13th,  1927,  thus  outliving 
her  husband  by  20  years.  Herr  Hertz  went  on  to  say  that  a  genealogy  of  the  Weber 
family  is  to  be  found  in  Deutsches  Geschlechterbuch ,  Vol.  128  (1962)  as  well  as  in 
Vol.  19  (1911),  the  Gossler  family  being  described  in  Vol.  127  (1962)  of  the  same 
journal. 

That  the  Weber  medallion  may  have  been  produced  in  very  limited  numbers  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  the  piece  is  unrepresented  in  the  collection  of  the  Hamburg 
State  Archives.  A  full  description  is  as  follows :

The  flower  above  and  below  may  be  Forget-me-Not  (Myosotis)  which  bears  a 
similar  everyday  name  in  Germany  (Vergissmeinnicht)  and  would  be 
appropriate  to  the  occasion. 

The  medallion  has  a  diameter  of  40mm  and  a  rim  thickness  of  2.5mm.  The  weight 
is  about  1  oz.  (28.35  gms,). 

About  the  same  time  as  the  Weber  medallion  came  into  my  hands,  I  obtained 
from  the  same  source  a  splendid  finished  bronze  commemorating  the  300th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  advent  of  protestantism  into  the  province  or  march  of  Brandenburg 
(1538-1838),  at  Spandau.  Described  by  Forrer  as  a  “portugaloser”,  the  piece  is  of 
superb  execution  being  the  work  of  Anton  Friedrich  Konig,  who  was  once  an 
engraver  at  the  Berlin  mint.  Apart  from  Forrer’s  brief  reference,  I  know  of  no 
published  account  of  this  medallion  so  that  a  description  of  it  may  not  be  without 
interest.  It  is  perhaps  worth  mentioning  that  Spandau  (now  a  western  suburb  of 
Berlin)  was  one  of  the  oldest  towns  of  the  former  Prussian  province  of  Brandenburg 
and  a  residence  of  the  electors.

and  their  dates  fall  within  the  period  1686  to  1884. 

From  the  earliest  times,  counterfeiting  and  clipping  of  the  coin  of  the  Realm 
were  major  offences  incurring  very  severe  punishments,  including  the  death  penalty. 
After  the  abolition  of  capital  punishment  for  offences  against  the  Coinage  Laws  in 
1832,  the  severest  punishment  given  was  penal  servitude,  the  length  of  the  sentence 
depending  to  a  great  degree  upon  the  number  of  previous  convictions  recorded 
against  the  offender. 

Clipping  was  particularly  widespread  when  the  coins  were  hammer-struck. 
Those  coins  were  imperfectly  round  and  had  no  raised  rim  or  clear  cut  edge,  moreover 
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being  frequently  struck  off-centre,  part  of  the  design  was  missing  from  the  start. 
The  clipping  of  slivers  of  metal  from  their  edges  was  an  easy  matter. 

So  injurious  was  the  clipping  of  coin  to  the  currency  that  specific  provision  was 
made,  in  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  1695,  that  if  any  person  should  buy  or  sell 
or  knowingly  have  in  his  possession  any  clippings  or  filings  of  the  current  coin  of  the 
Realm  he  should  forfeit  the  same  and  also  five  hundred  pounds,  should  be  branded 
in  the  cheek  with  a  hot  iron  with  the  letter  “R”,  and  suffer  imprisonment  until  the 
payment  of  the  fine.  Notwithstanding  the  severe  penalties  imposed  upon  persons 
guilty  of  clipping,  the  practice  continued  comparatively  unchecked  until  it  was 
brought  to  an  end  by  the  manufacture  of  coin  with  clear  firm  edges,  perfectly  circular 
in  shape  and  correctly  struck,  by  the  process  of  milling. 

The  apprehending  and  prosecuting  of  counterfeiters  and  clippers  was  originally 
a  matter  for  the  Warden  of  the  Mint.  Towards  the  end  of  the  seventeenth  century, 
the  Warden  was  given  a  clerk  to  assist  him  with  these  duties,  and  the  clerk  began  the 
systematic  prosecution  of  counterfeiters  of  the  gold  and  silver  coin.  As  there  was  no 
organised  Police  force  in  existence  at  that  time,  the  Warden’s  clerk  built  up  a  con¬ 
nection  with  informers  and  agents,  and  personally  siezed  offenders  and  took  them  to 
court.  After  operating  in  London,  he  extended  his  activities  to  the  provinces.  The 
expenses  incurred  were  met  from  the  seizure  of  the  chattels  and  estates  of  the  persons 
convicted,  and  from  repayments  of  “expenses”  by  those  suspected  of  offences  in 
consideration  of  the  staying  of  proceedings,  together  with  occasional  rewards  from 
the  Treasury.  Dependence  upon  the  proceeds  of  seizure  and  occasional  payments 
and  grants  was  replaced  in  1708  by  the  provision  of  £400  a  year  to  defray  the  expenses 
and  the  payments  made  to  agents  and  informers.  The  Warden’s  clerk  was  dismissed 
in  1715,  and  he  was  replaced  by  the  appointment  of  a  Solicitor  to  the  Mint,  at  a 
salary  of  £60  a  year,  to  act  for  the  Warden  in  apprehending  and  prosecuting  coinage 
offenders.

Trial  Dollar  1865

The  Bulletin ,  September  1969,  p.  332,  No.  W  132,  offered  for  sale  a  specimen 
of  the  Hong  Kong  Trial  dollar  1865,  struck  in  copper.  It  was  listed  as  the  variety 
Pr.  No.  205  recorded  in  Coins  of  the  British  Commonwealth ,  Part  2.  Asian  Territories , 
p.  301,  but  examination  of  a  photograph  kindly  furnished  by  Messrs.  B.  A.  Seaby 
showed  it  to  be  of  the  type  listed  as  Pr.  204  but  struck  in  copper  instead  of  silver. 
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In  the  short  history  of  Hong  Kong  currency  Asian  Territories  pages  277-278, 
reference  is  made  to  the  many  patterns  prepared  for  the  colony’s  coins  and  they 
were  divided  into  two  groups : 

(a)  Royal  Mint  patterns 

(b)  Hong  Kong  Mint  patterns 

At  the  time  of  publication  (1962),  no  information  was  available  concerning  the 
Trial  dollars  and  they  were  included  within  the  Royal  Mint  group.  Subsequent 
search  among  the  Royal  Mint  records  establish  the  purpose  for  the  word  trial  being 
placed  upon  the  obverse  dies  of  one  dollar  type  and  indicates  that  some  at  least  were 
struck  outside  the  Royal  Mint. 

Hong  Kong  Mint.  Authority  to  establish  a  mint  at  Hong  Kong  was  given  in  1863 
and  by  local  Ordinance  No.  2,  1864,  the  Colony  made  the  necessary  provisions. 
The  mint  officially  opened  for  coinage  on  the  7th  May,  1866.  During  the  period 
between  its  establishment  and  opening,  a  Mint  Master  (Captain  Thomas  William 
Kinder)  and  a  Superintendent  (Mr.  C.  Langdon  Davies)  were  appointed.  These 
two  officers  became  responsible  for  the  preliminary  work  connected  with  the  building 
of  the  mint  and  its  equipment.  Captain  Kinder,  working  in  co-operation  with  the 
Royal  Mint  for  designs  and  dies,  was  also  supervising  the  manufacture  of  the  mint 
machinery  by  J.  Watt  &  Co.,  Soho,  Birmingham. 

Contract  for  the  presses  and  other  machinery  from  J.  Watt  &  Co.  was  placed  in 
1864  and  there  exist  copper  machine  trials  struck  on  a  press  designed  for  minting 
the  new  Hong  Kong  dollar.  It  bears  the  firm’s  name;  the  date  1864,  and  the  inscription 
hong  kong  mint  •  china  •  (Pr.  321).  Before  the  presses  were  accepted  for  delivery, 
it  would  seem  that  Captain  Kinder  wished  for  a  more  thorough  testing  of  their 
capability  than  the  rather  crude  copper  machine  trials,  and  requested  the  Royal  Mint 
to  supply  him  with  dies  of  the  approved  Hong  Kong  dollar  design. 

The  first  item  is  a  minute  from  the  chief  coiner  of  the  Royal  Mint  (Mr.  John 
Graham)  addressed  to  an  artificer  in  the  die  department.  It  reads : 

Mr.  Clements  to  prepare  for  the  use  of  Captain  Kinder  a  new  pair  of  dies  for 

the  Hong  Kong  dollar.  Captain  Kinder  will  point  out  the  head  desired. 

1 1  april  ‘65 
John  Graham 

A  month  later,  presumably  when  completion  of  the  dies  was  reported,  Mr. 
Graham  made  a  further  minute  instructing  that  all  dies  issued  to  Captain  Kinder 
should  be  marked  behind  the  Queen’s  head  with  the  word  trial.  In  order  that  no 
misunderstanding  should  arise  regarding  the  position  of  the  word,  a  crude  sketch 
was  included.

This  evidence  establishes  that  some  at  least  of  the  Hong  Kong  dollars  marked 
trial  were  struck  in  Birmingham.  It  would  be  reasonable  to  assume  that  test 
strikings  from  these  dies  would  also  take  place  on  Royal  Alint  presses  before  issue 
and  the  Royal  Mint  collection  contains  three  specimens  struck  in  silver  from  one 
pair  of  the  trial  dies,  i.e.  the  middle  t  variety  and  edges  plain. 

In  the  catalogue  (Asia.  Part  2)  five  trial  dollars  are  recorded  of  which  four, 
numbers  203  to  206,  are  of  the  approved  design :

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In  the  remarks  column,  it  is  noted  that  on  the  copper  strikings,  numbers  205-206, 
the  word  trial  is  a  little  higher  in  its  position  behind  the  Queen’s  head  than  that 
appearing  on  the  silver  specimens,  numbers  203-204. 

Apart  from  establishing  that  more  than  one  pair  of  Trial  dies  were  prepared  and 
now  confirmed  by  the  items  extracted  from  the  records,  this  list  requires  to  be 
re-written.  Unfortunately,  the  specimens  available  for  study  are  few  and  sale 
catalogue  descriptions  are  insufficient  to  determine  the  exact  variety. 

So  far,  three  distinct  dies  have  been  observed  showing  the  word  in  relief  and  the 
position  of  the  initial  letter  T  in  relation  to  the  border  design  provides  an  easy 
identification.  The  following  enlarged  illustrations  show  the  three  varieties  which  are 
now  classified  as  high  T,  middle  T  and  low  T.

but  other  specimens  in  different  metals  and  edge  descriptions  must  exist. 

The  three  pieces  in  the  Royal  Mint  cabinet  have  plain  edges.  Is  it  possible  that 
all  plain  edge  strikings  are  Royal  Mint  while  those  with  the  grained  edge  were  struck 
at  Soho  ? 

Having  established  the  purpose  for  the  1865  dollar  where  the  word  trial  appears 
behind  the  Queen’s  head  in  relief,  this  leaves  the  problem  of  the  Gothic  obverse 
specimen  with  the  word  stamped  thereon  incuse ,  (Pr.  207).  flow  to  account  for  this 
variety  is  not  clear. 

The  dies  issued  to  Captain  Kinder  are  from  the  same  matrix,  but  the  word  trial 
was  added  after  they  had  been  sunk.  This  accounts  for  the  slight  variations  in  the 
position.  On  the  Gothic  bust  trial  dollar  showing  the  word  incuse,  it  is  stamped  on 
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the  coin  and  was  not  a  feature  on  the  die.  Only  one  specimen  has  been  traced  and  the 
reverse  is  struck  from  a  badly  fractured  die.  In  this  connection  we  have  the  receipt 
dated  29th  June  1865  which  specifies  “one  cracked  reverse  die”.  So  far,  no  trial 
dollar  with  the  word  in  relief  has  been  noted  paired  with  a  badly  cracked  reverse. 
From  this  it  is  perhaps  possible  to  suggest  that  Mr.  Clements,  before  handing  out 
the  damaged  reverse  die,  caused  it  to  be  paired  with  the  Gothic  bust  obverse  for 
testing  purposes.  Having  satisfied  himself  that  it  would  serve  Captain  Kinder’s 
requirements,  he  then  followed  instructions  and  had  the  word  trial  punched  into 
the  resulting  pattern/specimens  of  the  dollar.

In  Asian  Territories  p.  299,  No.  197,  a  Mil  dated  1866  is  listed  with  the  Chinese 

inscription  reading  ^  —  i  CH’iEN=one  thousandth  part  (of  a  dollar), and  the  remarks 

column  draws  attention  to  this  change  in  the  Chinese  character  expressing  the 
denomination. 

Among  the  patterns  prepared  for  the  Hong  Kong  mil  in  1863,  the  early  specimens 
were  inscribed  in  English  one  cask  and  the  Chinese  characteis  on  the  reverse 

_ _  £  j— x  wen,  expressed  the  same  denomination.  When  the  final  design  was  selected 

for  the  currency  coin,  the  English  inscription  was  correctly  shown  as  one  mil,  but 
the  Chinese  character  was  not  changed  to  correspond.  We  thus  have  a  curiosity 
where  one  side  of  the  com  records  its  value  as  one  thousandth  part  of  a  dollar 
(Mexican),  while  its  other  side  stated  it  was  one  thousandth  part  of  a  Chinese  tael , 
and  a  completely  different  value. 

This  anomaly  showing  the  value  in  English  as  one  mil,  but  in  Chinese  as  one 
cash,  was  evidently  observed  when  the  coins  arrived  in  the  Colony  and  passed  into 
circulation.  Some  adverse  comment  must  have  been  made  which  reached  the 
attention  of  the  Colonial  Government,  and  when  further  supplies  of  the  Mil  were 
demanded  in  1865,  a  correction  for  the  faulty  Chinese  inscription  was  also  requested. 
No  doubt  the  Colonial  Government  furnished  a  drawing  of  the  form  of  character 
desired.

INTERNATIONAL  ASSOCIATION  OF  PROFESSIONAL  NUMISMATISTS 

Mr.  E.  G.  V.  Newman,  OBE,  who  retires  from  the  post  of  Chemist  and  Assayer  of  the 
Royal  Mint  and  of  Queen’s  Assay  Master  at  the  end  of  October  takes  up  an  appointment  as 
Director  of  the  lAPN’s  “Counterfeits  Bureau”  from  1st  November  1975.  He  will  have 
completed  thirty  eight  years’  service  with  the  Royal  Mint  and  for  the  last  twenty  years  has 
dealt  with  numerous  prosecutions  for  counterfeiting  in  the  U.K.  and  overseas. 

The  principal  activity  of  the  Bureau  will  be  the  collection  of  information  on  counterfeits, 
their  recognition,  source  of  manufacture,  distribution  and  dispersal.  It  is  proposed  to  issue 
periodic  reports  on  counterfeits  and  occasional  larger  publications  are  also  envisaged.  It  is 
hoped  to  maintain  close  contacts  with  numismatic  institutions  in  different  countries,  with  law 
enforcement  authorities  and  with  experts  in  various  fields  of  coinage.  A  close  liason  with  the 
ANA  Certification  Service  will  be  developed. 

The  IAPN  has  set  up  an  Anti-Forgery  Fund  to  finance  the  initial  work  of  the  Bureau  and 
further  funds  and  technical  assistance  will  be  sought.  The  Bureau  will  welcome  donations  of 
numismatic  publications,  especially  those  dealing  with  forgeries,  and  would  also  be  glad  to 
receive  any  counterfeit  coins  for  its  reference  collection  with  an  emphasis  on  modern  counter¬ 
feits  made  to  deceive  collectors.

NEWS  FROM  THE  BRITISH  MUSEUM 

A  NEW  GALLERY  OF  COINS  AND  MEDALS 

Although  the  holdings  of  the  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals  in  the  British  Museum 
are  among  the  most  important  and  most  comprehensive  in  the  world  there  has  in  the  last 
thirty  years  been  no  gallery  in  the  Museum  exclusively  devoted  to  their  display.  Some 
importance  therefore  attaches  to  the  new  gallery  of  Coins  and  Medals  which  opened  to  the 
public  on  Friday,  26  September.  Since  space  in  it  is  limited,  it  is  impossible  to  display  an 
adequate  cross-section  of  the  whole  collection,  and  the  space  has  therefore  been  devoted  to| 
the  history  of  coinage  and  currency  in  Great  Britain,  an  aspect  which  is  of  primary  concern  to 
most  visitors  to  the  British  Museum.  1,200  coins  and  medals  will  be  on  show  in  a  series  of 
twenty-eight  cases.  While  many  of  them  will  be  of  considerable  interest  to  specialists,  the 
prime  objective  has  been  to  make  available  to  general  visitors  and  to  schoolchildren  a  range  of 
objects  which  in  a  unique  fashion  illustrates  the  history  of  this  country.  For  this  reason  the 
coins  and  medals  are  shown  along  with  maps  and  photographs  designed  to  set  the  coinage  in 
its  political  and  cultural  setting. 

Exhibits  of  particular  note  are  a  bronze  medallion  of  Carausius,  Emperor  in  Britain,  A.D. 
286-293  (case  3,  no.  1 1);  a  gold  coin  of  Orta,  King  of  Mercia,  a.d.  757-796  (case  5,  no.  41);  a 
gold  penny  of  Henry  III,  struck  in  1257  (case  11,  no.  22);  a  silver  medal  of  Henry  VIII,  of 
1545,  asserting  his  claim  to  supremacy  over  the  English  Church  lease  7,  no.  12);  the  Waterloo 
Medal,  the  uncompleted  masterpiece  of  Fistrucci,  celebrating  Wellington’s  decisive  victory 
over  Napoleon  in  1815  (case  24,  no.  1);  and  the  Una  and  the  Lion  pattern  of  Victoria,  an 
exquisite  combination  of  neo-classical  and  Romantic  trends  in  mid-nineteenth  century  art 
(case  25,  no.  4). 

Future  plans  for  the  gallery  include  increasing  the  coverage  of  coinage  for  the  rest  of  the 
United  Kingdom  and  also  its  former  colonial  possessions.  Photographs  are  available  on  request 
from  the  British  Museum  Information  Service.

Commemorative  Medal.  To  mark  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  Zoological  Society  of 
London  the  coin  dealers  B.  A.  Seaby  have  given  £1,000  for  a  Royal  Society  of  Arts  bursary 
for  a  design  for  a  commemorative  medal.  It  is  to  include  a  portrait  of  the  Zoo’s  president. 
Prince  Philip,  his  original  predecessor  of  1826,  Sir  Stamford  Raffles,  or  Charles  Darwin,  and 
on  the  reverse  “any  subject  suitable”  for  the  anniversary. — Daily  Telegraph ,  30 th  September , 
1975. 

Samarkand  Hoard.  Twenty  silver  coins  unknown  to  collectors  have  been  found  in  the 
village  of  Sak  Zahlik  near  Samarkand,  Uzbekistan.  A  glazed  pitcher  picked  up  by  an  excavator 
bucket  was  found  to  be  full  of  silver  coins.  There  were  about  600  of  them.  According  to  experts 
at  the  Uzbek  Institute  of  Archaeology,  most  of  the  coins  were  minted  in  Samarkand  and 
Khorezm  early  in  the  15th  century.  Quite  a  few  such  coins  have  been  found  by  expeditions. 
However,  20  of  them  never  before  found  in  Central  Asian  excavations  drew  the  greatest 
interest.  They  were  minted  by  Timur  (Tamerlane)  and  his  grandson  Muhammed  Sultan, 
whom  Timur  appointed  heir  over  the  heads  of  his  sons. — Manchester  Evening  News ,  22nd 
September ,  1975. 

Lincolnshire  Hoard,  A  hoard  of  coins  found  in  a  field  in  Lincolnshire  was  declared  by  a 
coroner’s  jury  yesterday  to  be  treasure  trove.  They  added  that  the  discovery  had  been  concealed 
by  the  finder.  The  coroner  seized  the  coins,  which  will  go  to  the  British  Museum.  Mr.  Robert 
Carson,  a  deputy  keeper  at  the  British  Museum,  told  the  inquest  that  the  coins  he  examined 
were  dated  between  a.d.  260  and  a.d.  280  “at  a  time  when  the  Roman  empire  was  gripped  by 
raging  inflation”.  In  consequence  the  coins  had  a  silver  content  ranging  from  19  per  cent  to 
less  than  1  per  cent.  An  assay  of  a  sample  showed  a  silver  content  ranging  from  0.02  per  cent 
to  no  more  than  6  per  cent. 

The  finder  described  how  he  searched  the  field,  the  site  of  a  former  Roman  settlement,  and 
found  300  coins.  Later  he  returned  with  a  metal  detector  and  found  the  rest.  He  admitted  that 
he  sold  most  of  the  coins  for  small  amounts,  and  explained:  “I  did  not  think  they  would 
qualify  as  treasure  trove  because  I  thought  they  were  bronze.  My  understanding  was  that  only 
gold  and  silver  and  jewels  could  be  classed  as  treasure.”  He  said  he  had  undervalued  the  coins, 
which  the  police  had  told  him  were  worth  £50,000.  Det.  Constable  Victor  Steele  said  that 
three  coins  were  recovered  from  Mr.  Kilshaw  out  of  the  1 5,000  to  20,000  he  claimed  to  have 
found.  Another  7,800  were  recovered  from  Sussex  dealers. —  The  Times,  28 th  August ,  1975. 

Token  distribution.  On  the  theme  of  coins  used  in  Victorian  times  fer  advertising  a 
firm’s  wrares,  Michael  Knott  recalls  the  experiences  of  his  grandfather  in  Worcester  before 
World  War  I.  “He  was  a  glove  maker  and  his  company  commissioned  the  making  of  brass  coins 
about  the  size  of  a  sovereign  bearing  the  inscription  ‘Firkins  Gloves’.  These  were  dropped  at 
random  on  the  streets  as  a  simple  form  of  advertising.  As  an  enthusiastic  race-goer  and  a  man 
of  humour  he  would,  before  attending  a  race  meeting,  distribute  a  number  of  these  coins  in 
his  cuter  pockets.  On  return  he  would  find  all  had  been  taken  by  pickpockets.” — Lancashire 
Evening  Post,  21th  August,  1975. 

Stamford  Mint  coins  for  new  gallery.  Two  important  Anglo-Saxon  coins  of  the 
Stamford  Mint  have  been  acquired  by  the  new  Lincolnshire  County  Museums  Service.  The 
earlier  is  a  silver  penny  of  King  Aethelred  II  which  was  struck  by  the  moneyer  Aelfwold  at 
Stamford  in  about  a.d.  970.  The  coin  belongs  to  the  very  rare  first  type  of  Aethelred  II  and 
recently  came  to  light  together  with  three  other  pieces  when  it  was  purchased  by  a  London 
dealer  from  the  Dorset  collection. 

The  coins  which  had  always  been  kept  together  are  probably  the  remnants  of  an  early 
hoard  which  has  hitherto  gone  unrecorded.  The  importance  of  the  coin  lies  in  the  fact  that  on 
the  reverse  there  is  evidence  ol  an  annulet  mark  which  may  have  indicated  that  the  coin  was 
struck  by  the  moneyer  of  the  Abbot  of  Peterborough,  who  is  known  to  have  had  minting-rights 
at  Stamford.  The  coin  was  purchased  by  Sir  Francis  Hill  as  an  addition  to  the  cabinet  of 
nearly  five  hundred  Stamford  Mint  coins  which  he  presented  to  the  City  of  Lincoln  in  1974. 
The  other  coin  was  found  by  a  farmer  while  working  near  Oundle  in  1974.  Although  fragmentary 
it  proved  to  be  an  extremely  important  coin  of  Harold  I  by  the  Stamford  moneyer  Wulfsige, 
who  had  hitherto  been  known  only  from  coins  in  the  Stockholm  Museum  collection.  The  coin 
was  purchased  from  the  finder  by  the  Lincolnshire  Museums  Service.  With  the  gift  of  Sir 
Francis  Hill’s  collection  and  several  recent  acquisitions,  the  collection  of  Stamford  Mint  coins 
at  Lincoln  is  probably  the  most  complete  of  any  museum  in  the  world.  A  new  gallery  has  been 
specially  constructed  at  the  Usher  Art  Gallery  in  Lindum  Road  to  display  a  large  selection  of 
these  and  other  English  coins.  This  gallery  will  be  opened  to  the  general  public  in  December 
of  this  year. — Lincoln,  Rutland  &  Stamford  Mercury,  15 th  August,  1975.

Italian  coin  shortage.  Italy  plans  to  mint  more  than  500m  coins  in  the  next  year  in  a  frantic 
effort  to  overcome  one  of  its  most  serious  crises— lack  of  small  change.  As  shoppers  grow 
accustomed  to  receiving  chewing  gum,  toffees  or  stamps  instead  of  coins  as  change,  the  Treasury 
in  Rome  said  it  had  acquired  10  new  high-speed  presses  for  use  at  the  state  mint,  and  31  extra 
employees. — Bath  &  I  Vest  Evening  Chronicle ,  2nd  October ,  1975. 

Medal  for  the  closure  of  the  Royal  Mint  at  Tower  Hill.  A  medal  has  been  produced  to 
commemorate  the  closure  of  the  Royal  Mint  on  Tower  Hill.  Struck  in  silver  and  bronze  this 
medal  is  being  produced  primarily  for  sale  to  the  staff  of  the  Royal  Mint,  but  it  has  been  decided 
to  produce  an  overall  total  of  1500  medals  and  the  balance  will  be  offered  for  sale  to  the  general 
public  (the  number  in  each  metal  being  dependent  on  the  orders).  The  medal  has  been  designed 
by  Robert  Elderton,  a  Royal  Mint  engraver  and  modeller,  and  is  described  in  a  leaflet  which 
also  giv  es  a  brief  history  of  the  Tower  Hill  Mint,  to  be  issued  with  each  medal.  It  will  be  avail-

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES 


The  British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  September  meeting. 
Professor  Michael  Doliey  read  a  paper  entitled  “The 
Brass  and  Pewter  Moneys  of  James  IP’.  The  speaker 
first  explained  that  the  coins  were  struck  at  two  mints, 
Dublin  and  Limerick.  He  then  gave  some  account  of 
minting  operations  at  Limerick.  He  said  that  three 
assumptions  could  be  made: 

1.  The  coins  struck  at  the  two  mints  could  be 
distinguished. 

2.  Much  more  money  was  struck  at  Dublin  than  at 
Limerick. 

3.  The  Dublin  mint  fell  intact  into  the  hands  of  the 
forces  of  King  William  III.  Nothing  was  evacuated 
to  Limerick,  and  therefore  the  distinction  between 
the  two  mints  was  not  blurred. 

Mr.  Doliey  went  on  to  give  an  account  of  the  so  called 
“Gun  Money”,  crowns,  large  and  small  half  crowns, 
large  and  small  shillings,  and  sixpences.  He  showed 
which  of  the  coins  were  struck  at  the  Dublin  and 
Limerick  mints.  The  pewter  pennies  and  halfpennies 
of  James  II  were  all  struck  at  Dublin.  Finally,  Mr. 
Doliey  gave  a  chronological  account  of  operations  at 
Limerick  mint.
